El Paso, Tex., April I .A—With as 
much ferocity as it was waged Thurs­ 
day. the battle was resumed yesterday 
afternoon at Agua Prieta, the border 
town opposite Douglas, Adz. 
The un­ 
disputed possession of the town by 
tho rebels w*as not for long. 
Scarcely 
eighteen hours had they been in pos­ 
session when the federals from Ca­ 
nari a arrived and attacked them. 
Af 
the same time insurrecto reinforce­ 
ments w ho were skirmishing with fed­ 
erals nearby during the day reached 
the town lo reinforce “Red'* Lopez and 
his baud of lebels, who rode into the 
plant on a train Thursday and sur­ 
prised the garrison. 
i 
The insurrectos claim to have a 
thousand men in defense of the town. 
A total of eighteen men are known to 
have been killed in the fighting Thurs­ 
day. 
Ilia! 
many graves have been 
made. 
The wounded is fully sixty. 
Most of them are in a hospital on the 
Arizona side of the river. 
Red Lopez, 
in command of the insurrectos. has 
dosed all the saloons in Agua Prieta. 
All stores have been placed under 
stood 
ng the fight, 
seemingly careless of danger. 
Two 
were killed and several wounded. 
Two other Mexican border ports be­ 
sides Agua Prieta are now besieged 
or practically so. 
Ojinaga, east of El 
Paso, is surrounded by insurrectos, 
and they are confident of capturing 
the place. 
.Juarez is not exactly be­ 
sieged, but might as well be. as wires 
have been cut, and the trains have 
i been stopped on the Mexico North­ 
western line south of there. 
Jus! I 
how close the insurrectos are to Juar­ 
ez is not known, but it is not general­ 
ly believed that there will be an attack 
until after the meeting between Pro­ 
visional 
President 
Madero and 
his 
father, who has left San Antonio to 
meet his son in the field west of Chi­ 
huahua. 
The railroad is still cut 
south of Chihuahua toward Torreon 
and keeps Chihuahua isolated from 
the rest of the world. 
The road from 
Torreon to Eagle Pass is also cut now 
and the Laredo route is the only rail­ 
way open into or out of Mexico. 
Sal­ 
tillo, capital of Durango, is cut off 
from outside communication bv rail.
